Slippery roads form one of the 
worst driving hazards in this prov- 
ince, even during early April when 
exceptional conditions prevail in 
this proviace for this time of year.

If you don’t cook: cabbage or tur- 
nips as often as you would like; on 
account of their disagreeable odor. 
lay a slice of stale bread on top of 
the vegetable while cooking.

Cheese in the Diet 

Cheese has a high food value. It 
is one of our chief sources of calcium 
Canadian cheese coutains about 07 
per cent of calcium, Swiss cheese 
about 1 per cent.

2 cups small boiled onions 

4 tablespoons butter 

4 tablespoons flour 

5 cups milk 

1-4 teaspoon paprika 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-4 teaspoon celery salt 

1 teaspoon prepared mustard 

1-2 cup cheese, cut fine 

Melt butter in top of double boil- 
er, Add flour and blend. Add milk 
slowly, stirring constantly. Add 
seasoning and cheese and cook until 
creamy, stirring constantly. Place 
cooked onions in buttered baking 
dish, pour over sance, and bake 20 
minutes in moderate oven 


Sardine Sandwiches 

Place a small sardine on thin, 
buttered bread, roll. Coat with 
grated Canadian cheese, and toast 
in oven or on toaster. 

Limas and Lamb Stew 
(a one-dish meal) 

1 cup dried Limas 

2 pounds lamb cut into cubes 

2 small potatoes, sliced 

1 small onion, sliced 

1 cup canned corn 

1 cup atrained cooked tomatoes 

Sear the meat cubes in hacon fat. 
Put cubes, onion and potatoes into 
covered eaucepan, cover with boil- 
ng water and simmer gently for 
1 1-2 hours. Add Limas, corn and 
vomatoes, Bring to the boiling point 
and cook 5 minutes. Cover closely 
and cook slow)y for about 8 hours.

Occasionally, in times of war, 
it isa good thing for the human 
mind to dwell on pleasanter and 
nobler things, Great men in the 
past, who have had to shoulder 
grave responsibility, have ever 
found surcease from their arduous 
toil in seeking contact with the 
soil, in the growing of flowers and, 
if they were lucky, in farming it- 
self, 

That great American, George 
Washington, on December 4th, 
1788, wrote the following letter of 
encouragement to the Philadelphia 
Society for promoting agriculture, 
of which he was a member- 


“The more I am acquainted 
with agricultural affairs, the bett- 
er 1am pleased with them; inso- 
much, that I can no where find so 
great satisfaction as in those inn- 
ocent and useful pursuits. In in- 


dulging these feelings, I am led to 
reflect how much more delightful 
to an undebauche mind is the task 
of making improvements on the 
earth, than all the vain glory which 
can be acquired from ravaging it 
by the most uninterrupted career 
of coffquests. The design of this 
observation, is only to show how 
much, as a member of human 
society, I feel myself oblidged, by 
your labors to render respectable 
and advantageous, an employment 
which is more congenial to the 
natural dispositions of mankind 
than any other.”
